Please  enjoy  your  visit  to  Fenway  Park.  We  believe  there  is  a 
family  atmosphere  here  that  has  been  traditional  over  the 
years.  Generations  of  families  from  all  over  New  England 
have  come  to  Fenway  Park  since  it  opened  in  1912.  They 
have  been  a  cornerstone  in  making  the  Red  Sox  one  of  the  strongest 
franchises  in  baseball. 

Actually,  Boston  has  been  a  key  franchise  in  baseball  since  the 
American  League  was  founded  in  1901.  Entering  the  1985  season 
1,095  players  had  appeared  in  at  least  one  game  for  the  Red  Sox, 
many  of  them  among  the  most  famous  in  the  game. 

The  Boston  entry  in  the  American  League’s  first  season  in  1901 
was  known  as  the  Pilgrims  and  played  its  games  at  the  Huntington 
Avenue  grounds  where  Northeastern  University  stands.  In  1907 
the  Red  Sox  nickname  was  adopted  and  in  1912  Fenway  Park 
became  the  new  Red  Sox  home  field. 

Although  there  have  been  cosmetic  changes  at  Fenway  Park,  the 
playing  field  is  virtually  the  same  today  as  it  was  in  1934.  The 
famous  “Green  Monster’’  wall,  the  intriguing  angles  and  corners 
around  the  outfield,  and  the  closeness  of  tne  crowd  to  the  action  are 
reasons  why  it  is  such  a  captivating  place  to  watch  baseball. 

Fenway  Park  has  been  the  scene  of  many  of  baseball’s  most 
historic  moments  and  finest  individual  performances.  The  loyalty 
of  Red  Sox  fans  is  legendary  and  has  helped  enhance  the  Red  Sox 
Fenway  Park  success  story.  We  extend  our  thanks  to  Red  Sox  fans 
everywhere. 

In  the  winter  of  1933-34  new  owner  Thomas  A.  Yawkey  put  the 
park  through  a  major  reconstruction  phase.  The  23-foot-tall  screen 
was  put  above  the  left  field  wall  in  1936  and  the  bullpens  were 
constructed  in  front  of  the  bleachers  in  1940.  Arc  lights  were 
installed  in  1947  and  the  messageboard  in  centerfield  was  part  of  a 
construction  project  after  the  1975  season  that  included  a  rebuilding 
of  the  left  field  wall,  with  padding  added  around  the  outfield  walls 
as  a  safety  measure. 

The  diagram  on  page  42  shows  the  location  of  all  Fenway  Park 
facilities  and  the  maps  of  page  44  show  the  various  methods  and 
routes  leading  here.  We  urge  you  to  use  the  public  transportation 
facilities  as  often  as  possible  to  come  to  and  from  the  ballpark.

#1  JOHN  FRANCIS  (JOHN)  McNAMARA 

Age:  52  .Turns  53  June  4;  Bom:  June  4, 1 932,  Sacramento 
Cal.  Ht.:  5-10;  Wt.:  175.  Blue  eyes,  Brown  hair.  Bats  and 
Throws:  Right.  Home:  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Married  Ellen 
Goode. 

On  Oct.  18  1984  John  McNamara  was  named  the  36th 
manager  of  the  Red  Sox.  He  replaced  Ralph  Houk  who  retired 
after  four  years  at  Boston.  McNamara  will  be  starting  his  1 2th  full 
year  as  a  major  league  manager.  Only  Sparky  Anderson 
(Detroit)  and  Gene  Mauch  (Angels)  hold  seniority  over  him 
among  A.L.  managers.  John  has  managed  three  current  A.L. 
managers:  Doug  Rader,  Pat  Corrales  and  Tony  LaRussa. 

Entering  1985  McNamara’s  major  league  record  was  751  - 
805,  including  248-251  in  three  years  in  the  A.L. 

McNamara  managed  the  California  Angels  the  past  two  seasons.  In  1 984  the  Angels 
finished  in  a  second  place  tie  with  Minnesota  at  81-81.  In  1983  injuries  crippled  the 
Angels  and  they  finished  tied  for  fifth  at  70-92.  They  were  in  first  place  as  late  as  July  1 0, 


McNamara  was  a  minor  league  manager  for  nine  years  in  the  Kansas  City  A’s 
organization  before  being  named  a  coach  with  the  A’s  in  1968  when  they  moved  to 
Oakland.  He  has  been  in  the  major  leagues  ever  since  as  either  a  manager  or  coach. 
John  made  his  major  league  managerial  debut  with  Oakland  when  he  replaced  Hank 
Bauer,  Sept.  1 9, 1 969.  He  led  the  A's  to  a  second  place  finish  in  1 970. 

His  coaching  stints  include  San  Francisco  (1971-73)  and  California  (1978).  He 
managed  a  young  San  Diego  team  from  1 974  through  May  28, 1 977.  The  Padres  record 
improved  each  year. 

McNamara  piloted  Cincinnati  from  1 979  through  July  20, 1 982.  He  led  the  Reds  to  the 
N.L.  West  title  in  1979  and  in  1980  they  finished  only  314  games  out  of  first.  In  the 
strike-shortened  1 981  season  the  Reds  had  the  best  overall  record  in  baseball  although 
they  did  not  appear  in  post-season  play. 

McNamara  was  a  minor  league  catcher  and  also  pitched  in  1 4  games  over  four  years. 
He  attended  Sacramento  State  College  and  spent  two  years  in  the  military.

This  is  Hriniak’s  ninth  year  with  the  Red  Sox. 
He  was  the  bullpen  coach  for  the  past  eight 
seasons.  This  year  he  will  begin  new  duties  as 
a  dugout  and  hitting  coacn.  He  has  won 
acclaim  for  his  work  with  many  Red  Sox  hitters 
over  the  years.  He's  recognized  as  one  of  the 
best  batting  practice  pitchers  in  the  game  and 
conducts  a  hitting  school  for  several  weeks  in 
the  off-season. 

Before  joining  the  Red  Sox  in  1977  Hriniak 
put  in  1 6  years  as  a  player,  coach  and  minor 
league  manager.  He  managed  Montreal’s 
rookie  team  at  Lethbridge,  Alb.,  Can.  in  the 
Pioneer  League  in  1 976  after  starting  the  year 
as  a  coach  with  Denver.  In  1 974-75  he  was  first 
base  coach  with  the  Expos,  following  two  years 
as  manager  of  their  Jamestown  team  in  the 
NYP  League. 

Hriniak  signed  a  reported  $50,000  contract 
with  the  Milwaukee  Braves  in  1961  after  an 
outstanding  career  at  Natick,  Mass.  H.S.  He 
was  an  All  Scholastic  choice  as  a  shortstop, 
football  quarterback  and  hockey  center.  His 
1 3-year  pro  playing  career  included  two  years 
with  the  Braves  and  Padres  as  a  catcher  in 
1968-69.

This  is  Ficher  s  first  season  as  pitching 
coach  for  the  Red  Sox.  Bill  was  the  pitching 
coach  for  John  McNamara  at  Cincinnati  from 
1 979-82,  and  also  spent  1 983  as  Reds  pitching 
coach  for  manager  Russ  Nixon. 

Fischer  was  signed  by  the  Chicago  White 
Sox  in  1948.  His  pitching  career  lasted  20 
years,  which  included  nine  seasons  in  the 
major  leagues.  Along  with  the  White  Sox  he 
also  pitched  for  Detroit,  Washington,  the  Kansas 
City  A  s  and  Minnesota.  Bill  served  in  the 
Marine  Corps  for  two  years  (1952-54). 

Fischer  is  known  for  his  outstanding  ability  to 
throw  strikes.  He  holds  the  major  league  record 
for  most  consecutive  innings  without  giving  up 
a  base  on  balls,  84.1 .  In  1 965  he  pitched  a  1  -0 
shutout  for  Indianapolis  in  which  70  of  his  90 
pitches  were  strikes. 

Bill  was  a  scout  for  the  new  Kansas  City 
Royals  from  1969-74  and  was  their  minor 
league  pitching  instructor  from  1 975-78.  After 
his  stint  in  Cincinnati  he  returned  to  the  Royals 
in  1 984  serving  in  the  same  capacity  as  he  did 
when  he  left.  In  1 976  he  received  the  Ewing  M. 
Kauffman  Award  for  his  outstanding  contribution 
to  the  Kansas  City  organization.

This  is  Tony’s  23rd  season  in  the  Red  Sox 
system  and  his  first  as  a  major  league  coach. 
Tony  has  been  a  successful  minor  league 
manager.  In  his  first  season  in  1 976,  Winston- 
Salem  swept  both  halves  of  the  Carolina 
League.  In  1 978  he  moved  on  to  Bristol,  Conn, 
where  he  won  a  pennant  in  his  initial  season. 
He  won  another  pennant  at  Bristol  in  1 981 .  In 
1983  he  moved  up  to  Pawtucket.  After  an 
eighth  place  finish  his  first  year  he  led  the 
PawSox  to  the  International  League  playoff 
championship  after  a  fourth  place  finish.  He 
was  named  International  League  Manager  of 
the  Year  in  1984. 

Torchia,  who  originally  signed  with  the  Los 
Angeles  Dodgers,  was  drafted  by  the  Red  Sox 
on  Nov.  26, 1 962.  A  slick-fielding  first  baseman 
and  outfielder,  Torchia  hit  .300  or  better  three 
consecutive  years  at  Winston-Salem  (1963- 
65).  He  led  the  Eastern  League  in  RBI  in  1 966 
(83  for  Pittsfield)  and  in  batting  in  1 968  (.294  for 
Pittsfield). 

Tony  graduated  from  North  Miami  High 
School  in  1961  and  attended  Miami  Dade 
Junior  College.  He  received  his  Masters  degree 
in  Education  from  Florida  Atlantic  University  in 
Boca  Raton. 


RENE  GEORGE  (RENE)  LACHEMANN

Rene  was  named  to  the  Red  Sox  coaching 
staff  last  fall.  He  managed  the  Milwaukee 
Brewers  in  1 984  to  a  67-94  record.  Prior  to  that 
he  managed  the  Seattle  Mariners  from  1 981  - 
83  after  he  replaced  Maury  Wills,  May  6, 1 981 . 
He  compiled  a  140-180  record  with  Seattle 
including  a  fourth-place  finish  in  1 982. 

Lachemann  was  signed  by  the  Kansas  City 
A’s  in  1964.  His  only  full  season  in  the  majors 
was  1 965  as  a  catcher  with  the  A's,  managed 
by  Haywood  Sullivan.  Spent  parts  of  1 966  (K.C. 
A's)  and  1968  (Oakland  A’s)  in  the  majors.  His 
minor  league  manager  in  1 966  was  McNamara. 
Retired  as  an  active  player  following  the  1 972 
season  and  began  managing  in  the  Oakland 
system  the  next  season. 

Lachemann  managed  Burlington  (A),  1973- 
74,  Modesto  (A),  1 975,  and  Chattanooga  (AA), 
1 976.  He  managed  Seattle's  AAA  team  at  San 
Jose  (1977-78)  and  Spokane  (1979-81)  until 
his  promotion  to  the  big  club. 

Rene  spent  five  seasons  managing  in  the 
Latin  Winter  Leagues  from  1 976-80  and  earned 
Manager  of  the  Year  honors  in  1 976.  He  has  a 
509-598  minor  league  managerial  record  and 
a  207-274  record  in  the  majors. 

Rene’s  older  brother,  Marcel,  is  currently  the 
pitching  coach  of  the  California  Angels.  Another 
brother,  Bill,  is  managing  for  Quad  Cities  in  the 
Angels'  system.

Morgan  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  in 
1 974,  and  managed  Pawtucket  from  1 974-82. 
In  1977  he  was  voted  International  League 
Manager  of  the  Year.  Before  joining  the  Red 
Sox,  he  began  his  managerial  career  in  the 
Pittsburgh  system.  Morgan  managed  at  Raleigh 
(1966-67),  York  (1968-69),  Columbus  (1970) 
and  Charleston  (1971  &  1973).  He  captured 
Manager  of  the  Year  honors  in  1 966, 1 969  and 
1 973.  Joe  was  a  coach  with  the  Pirates  in  1 972. 

A  graduate  of  Walpole  High  School  and 
Boston  College  (1953),  Joe  signed  with  the 
Boston  Braves  organization  in  1 952.  He  spent 
15  seasons  as  a  minor  league  infielder- 
outfielder,  with  three  .300  seasons.  Morgan 
had  short  stints  in  the  majors  with  the  Milwaukee 
Braves  and  Kansas  City  A's  in  1959,  Philadel¬ 
phia  and  Cleveland  in  1 960,  Cleveland  in  1 961 
and  St.  Louis  in  1 964.

WE  PUT  QUALITY  FIRST

n  October  18,1 984,  John  Francis  McNamara  became 
the  36th  manager  of  the  Red  Sox.  With  him  came  the 
experience  of  a  long  minor-league  playing  career,  the 
knowledge  you  pick  up  from  25  years  of  managing  and 
coaching  at  all  levels  —  and  the  respect  he ’d  earned  along  the  way. 

“Basically,  Mac  just  lets  his  players  play,  ” Dave  Collins,  who 
played  for  McNamara  in  Cincinnati,  said  the  day  Johnny  Mac 
succeeded  Ralph  Houk  at  Fenway .  “He’s  a  good  man,  a  good 
baseball  man,  probably  the  perfect  guy  for  the  Boston  job.  They ’ve 
got  a  lot  of  talent  over  there,  and  he  won  ’ t  mess  around  with  it  too 
much.  ” 

Reggie  Jackson,  one  of  McNamara’s  biggest  supporters, 
devoted  space  in  his  autobiography  to  the  man  who  first  managed 
him  under  tough  racial  circumstances  in  Birmingham,  Ala. 

“There’d  be  times  during  his  managerial  career  in  the 
majors  when  it  would  be  said  that  John  McNamara  was  too  nice, 
as  though  that  were  some  sort  of  fatal  disease,  ’’  Reggie  wrote.  “I 
just  wish  the  people  who  said  that  could  have  seen  how  strong  he 
was  for  me  in  1967.’’ 

Wherever  you  go  in  baseball,  you  mention  the  name  John 
McNamara  and  you’re  bound  to  get  a  favorable  response. 
McNamara  had  picked  up  a  lot  of  friends  during  his  extensive 
baseball  travels.  “All  I  know  is  I  haven’t  been  without  a  job  for 
very  long,  ”  the  52-year-old  McNamara  said  during  his  first  Red 
Sox  spring  training,  a  tough  camp  that  stressed  fundamentals. 

“That’s  very  gratifying  —  to  be  in  this  profession  and  to  be 
respected.  Without  being  an  egotist,  and  I  really  don ’t  like  to  talk 
about  myself,  the  places  I’ve  been  fired,  with  the  exception  of 
Oakland  (by  Charley  Finley),  after  I  was  gone  the  people  involved 
said  it  was  a  mistake.  ” 

McNamara ’s  previous  big-league  managerial  stops  were  in 
Oakland,  San  Diego,  Cincinnati  and  California.  At  the  end  of 
last  season,  he  resigned  the  Angel  job  and  word  was  out  he  ’d  land 
one  of  the  openings  around  the  big  leagues.  He  landed  in  Boston. 

In  the  accompanying  question  and  answer  session,  done  in 
Winter  Haven,  you  can  learn  a  little  bit  more  about  John 
McNamara,  and  some  of  the  thoughts  and  philosophies  he’s 
picked  up  over  the  years.

Q  The  first  day  of  camp,  you  were  quoted  as  saying  you’d 
been  waiting  your  whole  life  to  put  this  uniform  on.  Can

Q  Do  your  roots  go  back  to  the  Boston  area,  or  was  it  just  a 
matter  of  you  picking  a  favorite  team? 

A  My  father  came  into  Boston  (from  Ireland).  I  don’t  know 
how  long  he  stayed  there  when  he  came  into  the  country. 
He  went  west  to  California  soon  after.  I  don’t  know  why,  I 
just  rooted  for  the  Red  Sox. 

(J  When  did  you  realize  there  was  a  real  chance  this  job 
-  could  be  yours? 

Al  The  first  time  there  was  a  realization  of  the  goal  was  in 
1980  when  Sully  (Haywood  Sullivan)  asked  permission  to 
talk  to  (Cincinnati  president)  Dick  Wagner  about  talking 
to  me  (permission  was  denied).  I  didn’t  have  the  Red  Sox 
job  when  I  chose  not  to  go  back  to  California,  but  I  felt  if 
his  mind  wasn’t  made  up  I  had  a  chance,  I  had  a  shot  at  it.

Q  You’ve  been  in  different  managerial  situations.  Obviously, 
when  you  replaced  Sparky  Anderson  (in  Cincinnati), 
there  was  a  lot  of  pressure.  How  do  you  view  the  pressure 
of  managing  in  Boston,  where  the  fans  can  be  pretty 
tough? 

A  I  think  the  fans  are  tough  everywhere.  No  matter  what 
you  do,  you  can’t  please  everybody  all  the  time.  You  have 
detractors  no  matter  where  you  go.  I  think  the  toughest 
thing  I’ll  probably  ever  do  in  my  career  was  going  into 
Cincinnati  replacing  Sparky,  because  he  not  only  was 


successful  through  the  middle  ’70’s  with  the  ballclub,  but 
he  was  also  a  very  popular  individual.  The  only  thing  I 
ask  is  what  I  asked  there  —just  give  me  a  chance,  that’s 
all. 

Explain  the  Sparky  situation.  Joe  Altobelli  went  through 
the  same  thing  in  Baltimore  in  his  first  year  replacing 
Earl  Weaver.  He  won,  and  he  felt  he  had  to  win.  You  also 
won  (a  division)  your  first  year  in  Cincinnati.  Is  it 
necessary  to  win  when  you  replace  a  legend? 

I  don’t  necessarily  think  so  because  there  are  too  many 
intangibles  that  enter  into  it,  injuries  and  all  that.  I  went 
through  that  when  I  went  to  California  to  replace  (Gene) 
Mauch.  They  had  won  the  division  in  ’82  and  there  was 
some  pressure  —  plus  the  fact  the  way  the  Angels  have 
gone  through  managers.  We  were  in  first  place  at  the 
All-Star  break  until  we  lost  people  to  injuries.  Those 
things  play  a  role.  It’s  different  coming  here.  Ralph  retired 
of  his  own  volition  where  Sparky  was  fired.  Dick  Wagner 
was  not  the  most  popular  man  in  Cincinnati  at  that  time 
and  I  was  the  guy  he  brought  in.  There  was  a  lot  of  uproar 
and  that  was  a  pressure  cooker.  But  the  people  were  up  in 
arms  when  I  got  fired.  I  had  won  their  respect. 

Is  there  one  word  to  describe  John  McNamara  the 
manager? 

I  don’t  think  so.  It’s  very  uncomfortable  for  me  to  talk 
about  myself.  I  don’t  like  to.  Somebody  else  has  to  make 
those  evaluations.  I  don’t  think  about  it.  I  try  to  do  the 
very  best  I  can  with  the  people  that  we  have  and  go  from 
there.  I  try  to  use  a  common  sense  approach.  I’m  not  an 
egotist.  I  believe  the  players  should  get  the  credit. 

The  phrase  “players’  manager”  gets  tossed  around  a 
lot.  Are  you  a  player’s  manager? 

In  a  sense  of  what  would  the  definition  of  a  player’s 
manager  be,  yes,  I  defend  my  players  and  I  stick  up  for 
them.  Having  an  open-door  policy  —  I  guess  I  have  the 
personality  that  they’re  not  afraid  to  come  in  and  talk 
to  me  which  is  very  good.  If  that’s  a  player’s  manager, 
well,  yes.  To  me,  running  a  baseball  team  is  almost  the 
same  as  raising  a  family.  Your  kids  have  different 
personality  traits  —  only  this  is  a  bigger  family.  I 
guess  it  fits.  I  have  a  sign  that  I  keep  hidden  now  but 
was  given  to  me  in  San  Diego  — “To  handle  yourself, 
use  your  head.  To  handle  others,  use  your  heart.”  I 
thought  it  was  very  touching  that  Oil  Can  (Boyd) 
wanted  to  come  in  and  talk  (during  his  contract 
problems  this  spring)  and  he  wasn’t  afraid  to  do  it, 
which  I  think  is  a  very  positive  thing  and  one  of  the 
intangible  things  of  managing.  Sometimes  the  intan¬ 
gibles  are  more  important  than  the  other  things  a 
manager  does.  Managing  is  strategy,  but  it’s  also 
keeping  harmony  and  keeping  a  team  keyed  to  winning 
—  instilling  things,  like  pride.  I  see  that  down  here 
with  this  team,  with  their  approach  to  spring  training.

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of  the  Red  Sox  infield  for  a  decade.  From 
the  mid- ’60s  to  the  mid-70s  he  was  out 
there  surrounding  the  ground  ball  at 
shortstop,  throwing  on-target  to  first 
and  turning  double  plays  with  many 
different  second  basemen;  then,  being 
asked  to  move  over  to  third  in  1971  he 
did  so  quietly  and  without  bombast, 
learning  the  intricacies  of  charging  the 
bunt,  guarding  the  line,  and  the  instant 
reflex. 

The  bombast  came  when  Rico  Petro- 
celli  stood  at  the  plate  with  that  beauti¬ 
fully  compact  Fenway  stroke,  ham¬ 
mering  homers  in  the  midst  of  a  thun¬ 
derous  lineup  and  driving  in  the  big 
runs.  He  hit  40  home  runs  in  1969,  still 
an  American  League  record  for  short¬ 
stops.  His  most  productive  seasons  were 
1969,  70  and  71  with  103  runs  batted 
in  in  1970. 

Rico  got  a  hit  in  his  first  major 
league  game,  his  only  major  league 
game  in  1963.  He  came  up  for  good  in 
1965  and  played  twelve  seasons.  I  remem¬ 
ber  a  particularly  poignant  session  in 
the  batting  cage  at  Winter  Haven  in  the 
spring  of  77  with  teacher  Carl  Yastrzem- 
ski  giving  advice  to  struggling  student 
Petrocelli.  The  student  had  a  good  day 
at  the  plate  in  his  next  game.  It  was  also 
his  last  game.  Rico  was  cashiered  out 
that  spring  and  the  Red  Sox  were  a  little 
poorer. 

NOW:  Rico  Petrocelli  is  in  business 
for  himself  now.  He  started  the  Mara¬ 
thon  Cleaning  Service  in  Lynnfield 
over  a  year  ago.  His  firm  is  a  comm- 
1  ercial  and  industrial  cleaner,  contract- 
I  ing  for  the  servicing  of  offices  and 
I  industrial  equipment.  Prior  to  that

The  first  time  this  spring  that 
Jim  Rice  stepped  into  the 
cage  to  take  batting  practice 
against  Bruce  Kison,  he  raised 
his  left  hand  and  made  a  peace  offering 
of  a  request.  “Please  don’t  start  working 
on  your  pitchingunt\\  I’m  done,”  pleaded 
Rice.  “Not  that  I’d  still  hit  you  anyway, 

I  just  don’t  need  any  practice  getting 
my  hands  sore  and  swinging  at  sliders 
on  the  black.” 

Bruce  Kison  may  be  35,  graying  and 
as  skinny  as  the  buggy-whipping  kid 
who  first  stepped  into  the  spotlight  in 
the  1971  World  Series,  but  the  reputa¬ 
tion  remains  the  same.  Put  simply,  the 
man  earned  and  has  maintained  one 
thing  through  elbow,  shoulder  and  back 
injuries,  and  that  is  respect.

Through  a  set  of  circumstances  involv¬ 
ing  injuries  to  Glenn  Hoffman  and  Jerry 
Remy,  and  the  successful  transition  of 
Barrett  and  Gutierrez  into  the  everyday 
lineup,  the  pair  of  home-grown  young¬ 
sters  have  a  chance  to  develop  together 
and  provide  strength  up  the  middle  at 
Fenway  for  years  to  come. 

Barrett  was  one  of  12  American  Lea¬ 
gue  second  basemen  who  played  100  or 
more  games  last  season,  and  of  that 
dozen  he  led  in  batting  average  (.303), 
fielding  percentage  (.987)  and  fewest 
errors  (nine).  His  .303  average  was  the 
best  for  a  Boston  second  baseman  since 
Pete  Runnels  won  the  batting  title  in 
1960.  He  and  Wade  Boggs  were  the  only 
two  regulars  on  the  team  who  struck 
out  less  than  they  walked. 


Yet,  with  all  the  impressive  first-year 
credentials,  the  26-year-old  has  an  un¬ 
selfish,  team-first  attitude,  even  where 
his  playing  time  this  year  is  concerned. 
Remy  came  to  camp  this  spring  deter¬ 
mined  to  rebound  from  the  knee  ailment 
that  sidelined  him  almost  the  entire 
season. 

“I  don’t  know  what  the  plans  are 
right  now,”  said  Barrett,  “but  if  Jerry  is 
healthy  you  don’t  put  a  guy  like  him  on 
the  shelf.  He’s  played  in  this  league  for 
10  years  and  has  a  .275  lifetime  average. 
I’ve  got  a  lot  of  years  ahead  of  me  and  he 
might  not. 

“I’ve  thought  a  lot  about  it,  and  I  can 
accept  some  kind  of  platooning.  I  can 
live  with  it.  The  only  thing  that  would 
bother  me  is  that  sometimes  we  don’t 
see  a  left-handed  pitcher  for  10  days  at  a 
time  (Barrett  being  the  right-handed 
hitter,  Remy  the  left-handed  hitter). 
But  if  I  could  get  to  play  three  or  four 
times  a  week  it  would  be  okay.”

Coleman  has  more  than  30  years  of 
broadcasting  experience  and  has  cover¬ 
ed  the  Red  Sox  on  radio  and  TV  for  16 
years.  The  Quincy,  MA  native  began 
his  career  broadcasting  the  Rutland 
(VT)  Royals  of  the  now  defunct  North¬ 
ern  League.  He  then  went  to  Cleveland 
where  he  did  the  Browns  (NFL)  for  14 
season  and  the  Indians  for  10. 

In  1966  Ken  returned  to  Boston  for 
his  first  stint  with  the  Red  Sox  (1966- 
74)  on  both  radio  and  TV.  After  cover¬ 
ing  the  Cincinnati  Reds  on  TV  for 
four  years  he  came  back  to  Boston 
once  again  for  the  1979  season  on 
radio,  and  has  been  here  since. 

Ken  has  announced  seven  NFL  cham¬ 
pionship  games  on  network  TV  and 
also  did  the  1967  World  Series  on 
NBC.  He  has  been  involved  with  the 
Jimmy  Fund  since  1966,  and  is  now 
its  coordinator  for  donor  relations. 

Castiglione  is  in  his  third  season  on 
Red  Sox  radio.  Like  Coleman,  he  pre¬ 
viously  covered  the  Cleveland  Indians 
(1979-80-82)  on  both  radio  and  TV.  He 


worked  the  Milwaukee  Brewers’ 
games  on  cable  TV  in  1981.  The 
Hamden,  CT  native  has  announced 
Cleveland  Cavaliers  (NBA)  on  cable, 
and  did  college  basketball  for  New 
England  Sports  Network  this  past 
winter.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Colgate 
University. 

Red  Sox  fans  will  receive  complete 
television  coverage  again  this  season, 
with  73  games  scheduled  on  TV  38 
and  86  on  New  England  Sports  Net¬ 
work  (NESN)(cable).  The  other  three 
games  will  be  on  network  television. 

TV  38,  and  its  New  England  net¬ 
work,  is  in  its  11th  season  covering 
Red  Sox  baseball,  and  Ned  Martin 
and  Bob  Montgomery  are  together  for 
the  fourth  year. 

^  Martin  has  been  covering  the  Red 
Sox  on  TV  and  radio  for  25  consecutive 
seasons,  including  the  last  seven  with 
TV  38.

In  example 
to  left,  batter  reached  first  on  an  error  by  the  second  baseman,  stole  second,  went  to  third  on  a 
wild  pitch  and  scored  on  a  passed  ball.  It  is  convenient  to  encircle  all  runs  as  shown  so  that 
scoring  plays  may  be  seen  at  a  glance.

Ball  striking  bevel  on  the  wall  between  the  foul  pole  in  left  field  and  the  corner  back  of  the  flag  pole, 
and  bounding  into  stands  or  out  of  park:  2  Bases. 

Ball  striking  top  of  scoreboard,  also  ladder  below  top  of  wall  and  bounding  out  of  the  park:  2  Bases.

The  attitude  is  refreshing  in  any 
case,  but  Barrett  has  even  more  reason 
to  be  cooperative. 

“I  sense  something  very  special  about 
this  team.  You  look  at  the  way  so  many 
guys  came  to  spring  training  early  on 
their  own,  and  the  way  guys  like  Bob 
Stanley  and  Mark  Clear  showed  up  20 
pounds  lighter.  It’s  strange,  but  every¬ 
thing  seems  to  be  pointing  towards 
something  good.  Everyone  seems  very 
happy  to  be  here.” 

Gutierrez,  whose  arm  is  one  of  the 
strongest  in  the  big  leagues  and  whose 
range  can  be  astounding,  surprised  some 
with  his  bat,  hitting  .263  in  his  first 
encounter  with  major-league  pitching. 

“I  just  want  to  be  consistent,”  said 
the  native  of  Cartagena,  Colombia, 
where  he  has  rapidly  become  a  national 
hero.  “I  worked  a  lot  on  my  hitting,  and 
I  will  keep  working  on  it.  I’d  like  to  hit  at 
least  .260  again,  maybe  .270.” 

Gutierrez,  who  wasn’t  thrilled  with 
the  idea  of  playing  winter  ball  again  in 
the  off-season  after  following  that  rou¬ 
tine  for  a  number  of  years,  was  coaxed 
into  it,  and  responded  by  hitting  .340. 

“That  was  really  like  an  A  or  double 
A  kind  of  baseball.” 

This  spring,  Gutierrez  worked  with 
coach  Tommy  Harper  on  base-stealing 


fundamentals.  He  had  12  steals  last 
season  but  feels  he  can  use  his  speed  to 
double  or  even  triple  that  output  this 
season.  He  also  welcomed  the  chance  to 
get  in  more  work  with  Barrett  on 
turning  the  double  play. 

“Last  season  was  the  first  time  I  ever 
had  a  chance  to  play  with  Marty,”  he 
said.  “Just  by  playing  with  him  more  I 
think  it  has  to  help  on  the  double  play.” 

Everything  Gutierrez  did  last  season 
was  chronicled  by  a  flotilla  of  Colombian 
media,  whose  reports  were  devoured  by 
a  hungry  public  back  home. 

“Where  I  come  from  the  people  really 
love  baseball.  It  actually  was  a  lot  of 
pressure  when  I  went  home.  Everyone 
tells  you  something  different.  They 
followed  everything  I  did.  I  take  every¬ 
thing  stride,  though.  I  don’t  like  to  be 
the  show.” 


Barrett  has  thought  about  the  way 
he  and  Gutierrez  could  develop  as  a 
combination  in  the  next  few  years. 

“You  think  of  double-play  combina¬ 
tions  like  Lopes  and  Russell,  Trammell 
and  Whitaker,  and  those  guys  were 
together  for  many  years.  I  hope  in  five 
years  people  will  be  talking  about  Jackie 
and  I  that  way.  It’s  an  important  thing 
for  a  team  to  be  strong  up  the  middle. 
The  longer  we  play  together  the  stronger 
we  will  get. 

“Maybe  it’s  hard  these  days  to  keep  a 
combination  together  for  a  long  time 
because  of  free  agency  and  arbitration 
and  things  like  that.  But  if  you  look  at 
the  signings  we  had  this  winter  (Jim 
Rice  and  Bob  Stanley),  it  makes  you  feel 
good.  It’s  an  incentive  and  makes  you 
feel  like  this  group  will  be  together.” 

Barrett  and  Gutierrez  have  a  new 
manager,  John  McNamara,  to  impress. 

“I  was  looking  at  the  stats  the  other 
day  and  I  noticed  that  the  team  I  hit  the 
best  against  last  season  was  California 
(McNamara’s  team),”  Barrett  smiled. 
He  hit  .409  against  the  Angels. 

“I  had  no  idea  who  he  was  last 
season,”  said  McNamara  of  Barrett, 
“but  every  time  he  came  up  against  us 
he  did  something  to  hurt  us  and  help  his 
club.”

“Kison  said,  ‘that  won’t  happen 
again’,”  claims  Morgan.  “We  played 
them  again  the  next  week.  With  two 
outs  in  the  first,  he  hit  Leroy  Stanton  in 
the  neck.  They  didn’t  hit  a  home  run  in 
the  series.” 

Much  of  the  legend  surrounding  Kison 
involves  his  loosening  of  hitters.  There 
was  the  time  in  Pittsfield  in  1970  when 
he  hit  seven  batters.  After  the  seventh, 
a  Pittsfield  player  named  A1  Thompson 
came  up  to  the  plate  in  catcher’s  gear. 
After  he  was  knocked  down,  Thompson 
struck  out. 

Then,  as  now,  Kison  will  not  say 
whether  he  did  or  didn’t  intentionally 
throw  at  anyone.  “Why  say  anything?  ’ 
he  shrugs.  The  purpose  is  obvious. 
With  Kison  on  the  mound,  there  is 
always  that  flicker  of  doubt  in  a  hitter’s 
mind. 

There  are  three  basic  legends  sur¬ 
rounding  Kison.  The  first  involves  his 
career-long  battle  to  establish  his  plate, 
i.e.  knocking  hitters  off  the  hitting  area. 
The  second  involves  his  ability  to  over¬ 
come  injury  and  pain.  The  third  is  his 
record  in  September  and  October. 

The  first  began  in  the  1971  World 
Series  when  Kison  sidewhipped  a  fast¬ 
ball  that  ran  in  and  hit  Frank  Robinson 
in  the  stomach.  “I  was  wild,  my  ball  ran 
in  three  feet  and  I  really  didn’t  know 
where  it  was  going,”  Kison  now  says. 


The  Pirates,  down  2-0  in  games  and  3-0 
in  the  game  when  Kison  stepped  onto 
the  October  stage,  won  the  series. 

Back  then,  it  appeared  that  Kison 
might  be  a  great  pitcher.  He’d  been  30-9 
in  the  minors,  6-5  in  half  a  season  in 
Pittsburgh  and  beat  both  the  Giants  in 
the  playoffs  and  Orioles  in  the  series. 
But  that  winter  he  went  to  Puerto  Rico, 
and  the  work  there  —  which  gave  him 
25  wins  in  10  months  —  physically 
wore  him  down.  In  1973,  he  was  back  in 
Charleston. 

Kison  came  back  from  that,  but  after 
helping  the  Pirates  to  another  world 
championship  in  1979,  he  began  develop¬ 
ing  ulna  nerve  problems.  At  the  end  of 
that  series,  he  signed  with  California, 
but  in  1980  realized  “the  only  thing 
propelling  the  ball  out  of  my  hand  was 
centrifugal  force”  and  underwent  an 
operation. 

The  next  spring  he  still  had  no 
control  over  his  fingers,  so  to  build  back 
his  shoulder  he’d  stuff  the  ball  in  his 
right  hand  and  throw  and  throw  and 
throw. 

In  1982,  after  disappearing  into  Gene 
Mauch’s  doghouse  and  not  starting  for 
86  days,  he  won  three  games  in  Septem¬ 
ber  to  clinch  the  division,  then  beat  the 
Brewers  in  the  playoffs  to  put  the 
Angels  up  2-0. 


In  that  5-2  win,  he  developed  a  serious 
blister  in  the  seventh  inning  that,  when 
he  was  asked  to  get  the  last  six  outs, 
turned  to  virtual  hamburger.  When 
Mauch  moved  Tommy  John  and  Kison 
up  with  three  days’  rest,  he  tried  inject¬ 
ing  novocaine  in  his  finger  to  kill  the 
pain.  He  gave  up  one  earned  run  in  five 
innings. 

But  then,  Kison  is  not  only  25  games 
over  .500  in  his  12-year  career,  he  is 
28-12  in  September  and  5-1  in  Octboer. 
Which  is  why,  despite  a  mediocre  1984 
season  recovering  from  a  disc  operation, 
John  McNamara  pleaded  with  his  bosses 
to  sign  him  as  a  free  agent. 

Last  spring,  Kison  recalls  “I  spent  all 
spring  training  indoors  doing  rehabilita¬ 
tive  exercises.  This  spring,  he  bounced 
around  as  if  he  were  25  again. 

“He’ll  be  a  key  guy  for  us,”  McNamara 
insists.  “He  can  start,  work  long  and 
short  relief.  And  he’ll  be  a  tremendous 
influence  on  our  young  pitchers.  He’s 
like  having  a  second  pitching  coach.” 


“I  make  no  promises,  but  I  believe  I 
can  still  win,”  says  Kison.  “I  prefer  not 
to  talk  about  what  I  am  or  am  not  going 
to  do.  I  just  want  to  pitch  and  pitch  for  a 
winner.”

Petrocelli  worked  one  year  (1979) 
as  Red  Sox  radio  color  and  play-by-play 
broadcaster  with  Ken  Coleman.  He  had 
progressed  nicely  in  this  new  field  but 
was  eventually  derailed  by  a  radio  man¬ 
agement  that  has  been  well-documented 
in  these  parts. 

He  lives  in  Lynnfield  with  his  wife 
Elsie  and  four  teen-aged  sons. 

QUOTES:  “The  transition  from 
baseball  to  normal  life  was  kind  of 
difficult  at  first.  But  when  I  realized  it 
was  all  over,  the  games  and  the  travel 
and  the  crowds,  it  was  easier  to  start 
doing  something  different. 

“I  really  enjoy  what  I’m  doing  now. 
I  like  meeting  people.  And  a  lot  of  people 
I  meet  now  in  everyday  business  grew 
up  with  the  ’67  Red  Sox,  so  there’s  still 
a  lot  of  conversation  about  those  days. 

“And  who  can  forget  that  season? 
It  was  the  high  point  of  my  career  as  far 
as  a  team  or  a  certain  time  goes.  Winning 
a  pennant  when  we  weren’t  supposed 
to,  seeing  the  years  that  Yaz  and  Jim 
Lonborg  had,  and  having  close  friend¬ 
ships  with  Yaz  and  Tony  Conigliaro 
and  George  Scott.  Then  in  ’75  another 
pennant  and  the  fantastic  seasons  of 


Fred  Lynn  and  Jim  Rice. 

“My  biggest  personal  memory?  Hit¬ 
ting  forty  home  runs  in  1969,  the  most 
ever  by  any  American  League  shortstop. 
The  fortieth  came  in  the  last  series  in 
Washington.  Right  up  there,  too,  were 
the  two  homers  I  hit  in  the  sixth  game 
of  the  ’67  Series. 

“I  loved  playing  shortstop.  You  can 
work  with  pitchers  and  catchers,  and 
you  can  move  around  a  lot.  Funny,  I 
came  into  professional  baseball  as  an 
outfielder  —  third  baseman,  but  Johnny 
Pesky  and  Eddie  Popowsld  took  one 
look  at  me  in  the  minor  league  camp  in 
Ocala  in  ’62  and  said  ‘From  now  on, 
you’re  a  shortstop.’  Then  when  I  made 
the  move  to  third  in  ’71,  Frank  Malzone 
was  a  tremendous  help.  I  was  a  little 
confused  the  first  year  there,  but  Frank 
had  me  get  off  the  line  more  and  not  be 
too  worried  about  bunts.  Paul  Blair  of 
the  Orioles  was  tough  to  defense.  He 
could  bunt  or  swing  away  when  you 
came  in,  and  he  was  fast. 

“I  guess  I  had  some  emotional 
problems  at  times.  There  was  some 
moodiness  and  some  anger.  Certain 
troublesome  things  from  my  childhood 
would  come  out,  and  as  a  youngster  and 


later  as  a  young  player  I  played  the 
game  mad.  The  anger  was  there  and  I 
was  ready  to  fight.  (Rico  played  a  major 
part  in  a  fine  old  brawl  in  Yankee 
Stadium  in  1967.)  In  a  sense,  that’s  the 
way  our  team  played  in  ’67.  We  would 
get  mad  at  the  manager,  Dick  Williams, 
and  then  we’d  play  better. 

“But  the  game  itself  hasn’t  changed 
much  on  the  field,  except  for  the  DH 
rule  in  the  American  League.  I  guess  I 
favor  the  old  days  when  nine  guys 
played,  the  pitcher  hit,  and  there  was 
more  strategy.  But  there  are  some  good 
young  players  —  good  hitters  —  in 
baseball  now.  I  look  at  the  Minnesota 
Twins  as  an  example.  And  I  think  most 
of  them  will  just  get  better  and  better. 
As  for  the  player  salaries  these  days,  I 
just  can’t  believe  them. 

“The  game  is  in  good  shape.  Maybe 
the  part  I  miss  most  is  February  and 
thoughts  of  spring  training.  I  hear  and 
read  about  the  packing  up  at  Fenway 
and  the  van  going  south  and  the  camps 
opening.  And  j  ust  for  awhile  I  get  sort  of 
itchy.  But  that  time  is  over  now,  and 
I’m  doing  fine.”

Sparky  used  to  say  he  might  make  a  difference  in  only 
five  or  six  games  a  year.  Do  you  agree  with  that? 

I  believe  that  thoroughly.  I’ve  always  said  players 
make  the  manager  —  the  manager  doesn’t  make  the 
players.  If  he  has  the  ability  of  leadership  and  they 
have  the  confidence  in  him . . .  sure  you’re  gonna  make 
mistakes  . . .  but  when  there’s  a  decision  to  be  arrived 
at,  ours  is  a  calculated  decision  of  what  we’re  gonna  do 
in  a  given  situation.  Myself  and  my  coaches  make  the 
decisions.  I  use  the  coaches  as  much  as  possible.  If  the 
decision  is  wrong,  you’re  subjected  to  second  guessing, 
but  that’s  part  of  it.  That’s  why  baseball  is  the  game 
that  it  is  and  probably  always  will  be.  Everybody’s  a 
manager  in  the  stands. 

You’ve  worked  for  Charley  Finley,  and  Buzzie  Bavasi, 
to  name  a  couple.  You  also  worked  in  a  no-win 
situation  in  San  Diego  and  had  the  Sparky  factor  in 
Cincinnati.  Is  this  almost  too  good  to  be  true?  It  seems 
like  an  ideal  situation. 

It  is.  I  have  faith  and  confidence  in  the  people  that  I 
work  for.  That  makes  it  easy.  They  have  faith  and 
confidence  in  me  or  they  wouldn’t  have  hired  me.  And  I 
also  feel  that  I  may  finally  be  in  the  right  place  at  the 
right  time.  We  have  a  chance  at  something  really  big 
here. 


Obviously,  the  DH  makes  it  different  managing  in 
both  leagues.  Can  you  go  into  that  a  bit? 

In  my  way  of  thinking,  it’s  easier  here  (in  the  American 
League).  You  do  not  have  to  wait  to  go  get  a  pitcher 
here.  You  don’t  have  to  try  to  get  him  out  of  an  inning 
because  he’s  due  up.  In  the  National  League,  you  might 
have  to  double  switch  if  your  pitching  staff  is  tired  or 
somebody  has  a  sore  arm.  Here,  you  can  let  a  pitcher 
stay  out  there  in  a  2-1  ballgame.  You  don’t  have  to 
pinch  hit  for  him.  Whitey  Herzog  told  me  when  I  came 
into  the  American  League  you  just  stay  on  top  of  the 
pitching.  When  a  pitcher  has  to  come  out,  better  get 
him  right  now.  Here  it’s  more  managing  a  pitching 
staff. 
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Some  managers,  like  Billy  Martin,  insist  on  trying  to 
mold  their  teams  into  their  image.  You  seem  like  the 
type  of  guy  who’s  willing  to  adapt  to  your  team  more 
than  having  it  adapt  to  you.  Is  that  true? 

I  think  that’s  a  very  fair  evaluation  and  assumption.  I 
learned  in  the  minor  leagues  you  managed  according  to 
your  personnel.  Each  year  your  personnel  could  be 
different  through  change  in  classification.  From 
managing  in  the  minor  leagues,  I’ve  learned  that  you 
manage  to  what  your  personnel  is  suited  for. 

Along  those  lines,  the  Red  Sox  have  long  been  criticized 
for  not  running.  Forget  the  lack  of  speed,  the  people  in 
Boston  want  to  see  running  and  bunting.  How  do  you 
feel  about  it? 

I’m  not  adverse  to  the  hit-and-run.  But  it  depends  on 
the  situation.  If  you’ve  got  a  Gutierrez  on  base  and  a 
Boggs  up,  yes,  you  can  do  it.  Buckner  would  also  be  a 
good  man.  As  far  as  bunting  —  again,  it  depends  on  the 
people  involved.  Danny  Murtaugh  once  told  me,  ‘If  you 
make  a  guy  do  something  he’s  not  capable  of  doing,  you 
have  nobody  to  blame  but  yourself  if  he  doesn’t 
execute!  I  believe  that.  And  I  don’t  wanna  take  the  bat 
out  of  those  big  guys’  hands. 

This  team  surprised  you  at  how  well  it  came  into  camp 
and  got  ready.  Can  you  touch  on  that? 

They  reported  in  shape  and  worked  very  hard.  Some 
came  in  on  their  own  when  they  didn’t  have  to,  which 
showed  me  something.  I  let  them  know  how  much  I 
appreciated  the  way  they  came  to  camp  and  cooperated. 

Have  you  ever  had  such  a  young  starting  pitching 
rotation? 

No,  I  believe  this  is  the  youngest.  In  Cincinnati  in  79, 
we  had  some  young  guys,  but  we  also  had  Tom  Seaver 
and  Freddie  Norman,  veterans  to  take  some  of  the 
pressure  off  the  younger  pitchers. 

And  you  know  enough  about  these  five  young  arms  to 
know  how  much  talent  there  is  here? 

Oh  yes. 

What’s  your  basic  credo  going  into  a  season?  When 
you’ve  got  162  games  staring  you  in  the  face  —  what  do 
you  live  by? 

What  do  I  live  by?  Win  every  one  in  sight.  We’re 
shooting  for  first  place,  not  second  or  third.  That’s  the 
only  way  I  know  how  to  play.  It’s  how  I’ve  grown  up. 
You  shoot  for  first  place  and  you  see  what  happens.  I 
want  to  win  and  I  don’t  think  God  put  me  on  the  face  of 
this  earth  to  lose.  I’ve  come  close  a  number  of  times, 
but  I  haven’t  been  there  yet.  I  want  to  win  everything.  I 
told  the  players  I  want  to  win  the  last  ballgame  of  the 
entire  baseball  season.  If  we  win  the  last  ballgame  of 
the  entire  baseball  season  . . .  nobody  has  to  say  what 
that  means.

Some  people  may  think  that  only 
players  from  “big  city”  teams  have  a 
chance  to  receive  a  large  fan  vote.  But 
a  look  at  the  winners  of  the  Gillette 
Trophy  suggests  otherwise.  Since  the 
trophy  was  inaugurated  in  1970,  there 
has  never  been  a  winner  from  New 
York,  Chicago,  Detroit  or  Philadel¬ 
phia,  and  Los  Angeles  has  had  only 
one  winner. 

Steve  Garvey  of  the  San  Diego 
Padres,  last  year’s  Gillette  Trophy 
winner,  joins  a  select  group  of  players 
who  have  received  the  most  fan  votes. 
Previous  winners  were:  Robin  Yount, 
Milwaukee  Brewers  in  1983;  Gary 
Carter,  Montreal  Expos  in  1982; 
George  Brett,  Kansas  City  Royals  in 
1981;  Davey  Lopes,  Los  Angeles 
Dodgers  in  1980;  Rod  Carew,  Min¬ 
nesota  Twins  in  1975, 1977,  and  1978 
and  the  California  Angels  in  1979;  Joe 
Morgan,  Cincinnati  Reds  in  1976; 
Reggie  Jackson,  Oakland  A’s  in  1974; 
Johnny  Bench,  Cincinnati  Reds  in 
1972  and  1973;  and  Hank  Aaron,  At¬ 
lanta  Braves  in  1970  and  1971. 

The  1985  All-Star  Game  —  the 
56th  —  will  be  played  July  16  at  the 
Hubert  H.  Humphrey  Metrodome  in 
Minneapolis.  For  the  16th  consecutive 
year,  Gillette’s  Safety  Razor  Division 
will  sponsor  All-Star  balloting. 

All-Star  balloting  runs  from  May

The  special  All-Star  pro¬ 
motion  will  be  supported  by  a  sub¬ 
stantial  television  advertising  cam¬ 
paign  beginning  in  mid-June.  Gillette 
will  reach  more  tha  47  million  homes 
during  the  campaign,  which  encour¬ 
ages  fans  to  vote  for  their  favorite 
player. 

The  “buy  one,  get  one  free”  offer 
will  also  be  promoted  on  the  All-Star 
ballot.  When  consumers  tear  off  the 
perforated  portion  of  the  ballot  and 
mail  it  to  Gillette  with  proof  of  pur¬ 
chase  for  a  participating  brand,  Gil¬ 
lette  will  return  by  mail  a  coupon 
good  for  that  same  package.  Brands 
included  in  the  promotion  are:  ATRA 
10s;  TRAC  II  5s;  GOOD  NEWS! 
PIVOT  10s;  and  Cricket  lighters. 

In  addition,  Gillette  will  package 
its  ATRA  razor  with  an  instant  re¬ 
demption  coupon  worth  $1  that  can 
be  used  when  the  razor  is  purchased. 

Fan  selection  of  All-Star  teams 
was  reinstituted  in  1970  by  then  base¬ 
ball  commissioner  Bowie  Kuhn.  The 
present  election  system  has  gone 
through  an  evolution  since  the  first 


All-Star  Game  was  played  in  1933. 
This  “dream  game”  idea  was  con¬ 
ceived  by  Chicago  Tribune  sports- 
writer  Arch  Ward  who  presented  the 
idea  to  Commissioner  Kenesaw  M. 
Landis.  In  1933  and  1934,  fan  elections 
in  major  league  cities,  sponsored  by 
the  Chicago  Tribune,  served  as  guide¬ 
lines  for  All-Star  managers  to  select 
rosters. 

From  1935  through  1946,  the  eight 
managers  in  each  league  selected  the 
players,  with  the  All-Star  managers 
selecting  the  starting  lineups.  Then 
from  1947  through  1957,  fans  selected 
the  starting  lineups.  From  1958 
through  1969,  starting  lineups  were 
selected  by  each  league’s  managers, 
coaches  and  players. 

Since  1970,  the  Gillette  Safety 
Razor  Division  has  sponsored  the  na¬ 
tional  fan  election. 

Gillette’s  baseball  tradition  began 
in  1910  when  the  company  began 
using  baseball  greats,  such  as  Honus 
Wagner  and  Frank  Chance,  to  promote 
its  new  safety  razor. 

The  1985  All-Star  Game  will  be 
the  first  in  Minnesota  in  20  years. 
Metropolitan  Stadium  in  Blooming¬ 
ton,  Minn.,  was  the  site  for  the  1965 
All-Star  Game  which  included  players 
like  Twins  greats  Tony  Oliva  and 
Harmon  Killebrew,  as  well  as  Brooks 
Robinson,  A1  Kaline,  Willie  Mays, 
Hank  Aaron,  Roberto  Clemente,  Ernie 
Banks,  Juan  Marichal,  Don  Drysdale 
and  Sandy  Koufax.  The  National  Lea¬ 
gue  won  the  game,  6-5. 

The  National  League  leads  the 
All-Star  series  by  winning  35  games 
to  19  for  the  American  League.  There 
has  been  one  tie.  The  Nationals  have 
dominated  All-Star  play  recently  by 
winning  20  of  the  last  22  games, 
including  last  year’s  game,  3-1.
